‘Chief O’Brien Emphasizes

Lists 71,855 Arrests in 
Past Year.

More men are needed urgently 
on the St. Louis police force to 
cope with the “perniciously active“ 
criminals, says Chief of Police 
O’Brien in the sixty-third annual 


report of the police department, 


made public yesterday. 

“St. Louls has suffered from the 
crime wave, but compared with 
other big cities our record has not 
been so bad,” comments Chief 
O'Brien. We have had our share 
of murders and holdups. A num- 
ber of them are still unsolved. We 
have not fared as badly as several 
of our sister cities in the number 
of crimes.committed, however, and | 
our percentage of crimes cleaned 
up will, I belleve, outrank most. 

‘Notwithstanding the activities 
of criminals, the department has 
made progress, The force has been 
increased during the year 100 men 
and 50 more are to be added dur- 
Qur most 
urgent need, however, is ‘more 
men.“ 


Mentions Mall Robberies. 0 


Referring to national conditions, 
the Chief reports: 

“Crime conditions have given po- 
lice departments throughout the 
United States unusual concern dur- 
ing the past year. Everywhere the 
criminal classes have been perni- 
clously active. The worse feature 
has been the magnitude and bold- 
ness of the offenses committed. 

“There have been holdups of 
trains, mails, banks and payrolls: 
safe-blowing jobs have been comi- 
mon and highway robberies too nu- 
merous to mention. Many of the 
biggest crimes have been commit- 
ted in broad daylight and in the 
busiest sections of big cities. Those 
committing them have not hesitat- 
ed to shoot and kill in making their 
escapes. * 

To prove the need for more po- 
licemen here, Chief O'Brien points 
out, that the department has 1650 
patrolmen to cover an area of 
61.37 square miles, having a pop- 


ulation, estimated by captains of 
forces

“The inadequacy of this force 
must be apparent to all.“ Chief 
O’Brien continues, “Except for the 
addition of 150 men referred to, 
our force remains numerically the 
same as it was over 20 years ago.

The traffic problem is giving 
police “great concern,“ Chief 
O’Brien observes, adding that the 
problem, while national, is partic- 
ularly difficult to solve here be- 
cause of the nafrowness of streets 
in the congested district.

HOPS ON MACHINE 


New Orleans Bootlegger, 
Alleged to Have Robbed 
Couple Recently, ‘Shot 
When Arguing.

NEW ORLEANS. Aug. 30.— 


[Thomas Thomason, 46 years old, 


characterized by the police as a 
“notorious . bootlégger,” and 
charged with having held up and 
robbed Mr. and Mrs. Joseph F.

board. An _ argument ensued and 
Mrs. Thompson suddenly leaned 
over her husband and shot Thom- 
ason through the heart with a pis- 
tel. Thomason fell on the side- 
walk dead, 
After the holdup in which Mr. 
and Mrs. Thompson lost $250, thev 
Swore out an affidavit charging 
Thomason with the robbery, say- 
ing they had recognized him. This 
charge, it was reported, was with- 
drawn within the last few days. The 
holdup occurred in Jefferson Pat 
ish and the New Orleans police h*d 
been assisting the Jefrerson Parish 
authoritics in their search for 
Thomason, Mrs. Thompson is 28 
years old and her husbard 33.

LINCOLN Neb., Aug. 36.—Rem- 
iniscences of former days in Lin- 
coln were exchanged and the co- 
incidence which had brought them 
together was discussed at a meet- 
ing here today between the vice- 
presidential nominees of the two 
old parties, Gov.

Opinion, Written by Justice 
Graves, Says Contested 
Evidence Invaded Court’s

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 30.— 
The St. Louls Millmen’s Ass>ciation 
won a point in the antitrust case 
pending against the organization in 
Supreme Court, when the Supreme 
Court im banc today granted a mo- 
tion of defense attorneys to strike 
out of the record all testimony ob- 
tained recently by the State from 
nationally known economists, to 
the effect the plan under which the 
association operated offered op- 
portunities for price fixing and 
restraint of trade. 

This ruling is expected to result 
in an early conclusion of the tak- 
ing of testimony before a special! 
commissioner of the court. The 
State already has closed its case 
and the defense had indicated it 
was ready to close, unless the court 
ruled adversely on the motion to 
strike out the economist’s testi- 
mony, which would have necessi- 
tated production of expert econo- 
mists for the defense. The next 
hearing is set for Sept. 8 here. 

Justice Graves’ ~ pinion. 

Chief Justice Graves wrote & 
brief opinion on the granting of 
the motion, in which he held that 
the conclusions of the economists 
invaded the jurisdiction of the Su- 
preme Court. Judges D. E. Blair, 
Walker and Woodson concurred. 
Judges J. T. Blair and Ragland u- 


sented.

The St. Louis Joint Stock Land 
Bank has been granted a review by 
the Missouri Supreme Court in the 
case wherein it excepted to pay- 
ment of $15,000 in taxes levied by 
the City Board of Equalization and 
raised the question of the State's 
right to taa any national bank un- 
der the present law governing 
banks. 


The Supreme Court also consent- 
ed to review a tax levy of $60,000 
against the St. Louls Union Trust 
Co., which the éity charged trans- 
ferred $2,033,055 in assets to the St. 
Louis Securities and Real Estate 
Co., which were taxable as assets 
of the bank, but tax exempt as the 
property of a business corporation. 

The Board of Equalization found 
that the assessrment of the Joint 
Stock Land Bank was $603,292, 
which included $500,000 capital 
stock. This is excepted to on the 
the inetitution is a 
farm mortgage organization not re- 
celving deposits, and is, therefore, 
not a bank. Attempting to refute 
the possibility that it might be re- 
garded as a national bank, the pe- 
tition seeks to show that there, 
too, the Missouri law is inadequate 
to cover the situation. 

The Federal statutes, applying 
the manner in which State may tax 
national banks, permits them to 
be taxed upon the shares of the 
banks, by including the dividends 
derived from the shares in the tax- 
able income of the owners or by 
taxing the income of the banks. It 
is provided, however, that only one 
of these three avenues of taxation 
may be employed. 

Missour! attempts to tax both 
the shares of stock and the divi- 
dends derived from the shares. 
Consequently it is alleged that the 
tax fails and that no tax is due 
because of “the defect, if defect it 
be, in the law.” 

The St. Louls Union Trust Co. 
case hinges upon its alleged trans- 
fer of Govesnment tax-exempt se- 
curities to its subsidiary. The per- 
sonal property tax law as it applies 
to banks, the petition says, permits 
tax exempt securities to be includ- 
ed in the assets which determine 
the book value of stocks. The tax 
is then levied against the stock- 


The law allows a business cor- 
poration, other than a bank, to 
hold euch securities exempt from 
taxes, however, and it is alleged 
by the city that the bank arranged 
the transfer merely for that pur- 


pose. 

The city points out that if the 
contention of the St. Louis Union 
Trust Co. ts sustaned, it wil] mean 
that all banks in the future will 
transfer all such securities to such 
s@bsidiaries in order to escape the 
taxes.

Just as old King Frederick William of 
Prussia, father of Frederick the Great, was 
always hunting Europe over for tall men to 
recruit his Potsdam Crenadiers, Mr. Pulitzer, 
“Who resembled His Majesty in many ways, 
was always hunting readers and secretaries.

lonable, taking all he could from the minds 
of others, but rarely giving much back, his 
method being to dispute and to reap the 
benefits of an aroused defense. Thus he 
became a great hunter for facts. Often at 
luncheon or dinner, when a free-for-all con- 
versation took place, some remark would 
arouse a dispute over accuracy of statement. 
If the question could not be settled by some 
one at the board, he would command a charge 
on all the reference books at hand and there 
was no rest until the doubt was cleared up. 
The waiters were often prohibited from servr- 
ing more food until this happened. The facts 
found, he would listen intently to their read- 
ing and they remained in his mind forever. 
The best of dinners would be much improved 
for him if there had been added a satisfying 
fact-hunt. He would puff his cigar, pat the 
pile of reference books lovingly with his grace- 
ful hands and smile in deep content. 


Omnivorous Reader 


A. 


Mr. Pulitzer read omnivorously. He Was 
always buying books. One of his great griefs 
over the fire that destroyed his Fifty-fifth 
street mansion was the total loss of his library. 
He was not a collector in any sense but loved 
his volumes for what they contained. Like 
most of us who were fed educationally on 
Homer in our youth, Mr. Pulitzer reserved the 
Odyssey“ as a treasure to be enjoyed in 
riper years. He had long looked forward to 
the celebrated episode of the wooden horse. 
Coming to the event, he found it described in 
seven rather dull lines. “I was so d———d 
mad.“ he remarked, that I could have kicked 
Homer! 


His speeches during the Greeley campaign 
were all made in German, his familiar tongue. 
When he came to stump for Tilden he em- 
ployed English. This was not an easg task, 
for he thought in German and had to trans- 
late as he talked. To facilitate clearness of 
expression ‘he laboriously wrote out his ad- 
dresses in English and committed them to 
memory. When he spoke in later years, after 
coming to New York, he had acquired the 
habit of thinking in English, and when asked 
to make an address in German during the 
Nicoll campaign, found it very difficult. In 
his after years of retirement he took up Ger- 
man again and used it faultlessly, cultivating 
the language, through skilled readers, from 
the best books in German literature. 


He loved art and music, a taste reflected in 
the great benefactions made in his will to 
the Philharmonic Society and the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art. When sight grew dim, 
as with most blind people, music became a 
solace. The piano appealed to him especially 
and he heard great players whenever possible. 
Now and then Paderewski would pay him a 
visit and there would be a carnival of piano 
playing. The strings were next. His winters 
on the Riviera were made happy by the splen- 
did orchestra maintained at Monte Carlo by 
the Prince of Monaco. He frequented the 
opera, but the social noises usually drove him 
home early. The group of secretaries always 
included one excellent pianist whose duties 
were by no means light and whose slightest 
error in technique met with instant and fierce 
rebuke. 


The “Towers of Silence” 


Like Napoleon, his omnivorousness and 
great curiosity gave him a tremendous appe- 
tite. He was most insistent about his meals; 
ate often and heavily, frequently awakening 
in the night to satisfy his hunger with an 
extra meal. He was fond of luxury—always 
craved and secured the best. This was from 
no vainglory of extravagance, but was an in- 
born instinct, which he almost always man- 
aged to gratify even when poor. The best 
vintages came to his table, the finest moselies, 
champagnes, and burgundies; yet he drank 
little, rarely more than a single glass. He 
loved to be warm, to sleep well, to be com- 
fortably housed, and to have at his command 
good books. In his later years he spent at 
least 12 hours of the day in bed. His after- 
noon nap was the trial of his valet and the 
terror of fellow travelers. Rooms had to be 
kept vacant above, below, and on either side 
of him at hotels; and the White Star Line, 
upon whose steamers he usually made his 
European voyages, kept his good will for many 
years by maintaining a huge drugget made of 
manila rope which was spread upon the deck 
so that the footsteps of the idiers on the

promenade deck could not jar his slumbers in 
the stateroom below. 

This desire for silence became almost a 
mania. The great house, Chatwold, at Bar 
Harbor, had added to it in 1895 a huge gran- 
ite pile, called by some of the humorous in- 
mates the Tower of Silence.” It Was pro- 
vided with specially constructed walls and 
partitions designed unsuccessfully to shut out 
all noise. The new city mansion, on East 
Seventy-third street, New York, built in 1902, 
failed to provide soundproof quarters in spite 
of much planning by the architects, McKim, 
Mead & White. Indeed, his own rooms 
seemed to be haunted by noises, among them 
a strange knocking that nearly drove him 
frantic. After experts had failed, I discov- 
ered the trouble. In building the house, a 
living spring which could not be suppressed 
was found in the cellar. It was fed into a 
sump-pit; this in turn was emptied by an 
automatic pump. operated by electricity, 
which started when the water reached a cer- 
tain level. By a tare fatality the pump had 
been placed so that the drum of the heating 
system acted as a sounding board and spread 
the incidental vibrations through the house, 
centering most loudly in Mr. Pulitzer’s bed- 
room. The pump was shifted under the side- 
walk, but he abandoned the room and Duilt 
a single story annex in tne yard, with the 
double walls packed with mineral wool. The 
windows were guarded by triple glass; venti- 
lation was by the fireplace chimney. He was 
ture that the jar of early morning whistles 
found its way to his ears by this opening. 
Silk threads were stretched across it to break 
the sound. Three doors were hung in the 
short passage from the main house, the floor 
of which was on ball bearings to prevent vi- 
bration. The room was so still as to be un- 
canny. 


Behind the Tower of Silence at Chatwold 
was a little balcony overhanging a rock-lined 
canyon through which Bear Brook went bab- 
bling to the sea. This was his favorite rest- 
ing place. Here he would sit in the cool of 
the morning, or in the grateful shade of the 
afternoon, listening to the surf breaking al- 
most under his feet, and gaining a traa- 
quillity denied him elsewhere in the clatter 
of life. 


The entourage came at times to_be skep- 
tical about Mr. Pulitzer’s sensitiveness to 
noises, but rarely dared to experiment. 
Once when the Liberty was in dock at Mar- 
seilles a local. carriage was hired by Norman 
G. Thwaites, then secretary, for a morning s 
ride. Mr. Pulitzer joined him with Harold 
S. Pollard, his reader and companion. Hardly 
bad the equipage reached the park when a 
wheel began squeaking outrageously. Mr. 
Thwaites nerved himself for an explosion. 
None came. Instead Mr. Pulitzer remarked 
sweetly: There must be a great many birds 
in this park, Thwaites.“ Thwaites had not 
geen any. but he agreed that it was quite 
possible, as there were plenty of trees. 


“Tweet-tweet, tweet-tweet, went the 
wretched axle. Really, now, said he, can't 
you hear them singing? It is very delight- 
kul.“ 


His olfactory nerves, like the nerves of his 
ears, were abnormally sensitive. Perfumes 
be especially abhorred. On one occasion 
while at. Cap Martin, a luckless British 


surgeon of the Liberty, for the first time in 
his life loaded his pocket handkerchief with 
patchouli. By mischance a whiff of this 
reached Mr. Pulitzer before the candidate was 
presented and roused him to fury. The doc- 
tor was taken below by a valet and deodorized 
before the patient could be examined; but the 
incident so unsettled the professional man 
that he declined the berth. | 
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Great Lover of Chess 


— — 


His love of chess was cherished as long as 
his fading sight made playing possible. He 
had a special set of chessmen made, of large 
size, to render them plainer to his fading vi- 
sion. In time it became impossible to employ 
even these. During the early days of his ex- 
ile, when at Beaulieu, Arthur Brisbane sought 
to allay the tedium by reviving Mr. Pulit- 
rer's interest in the seductive game of draw 
poker with a pack of very large cards. All 
went well until Arthurs winnings at a sit- 
ting ran up to $500. Mr. Pulitzer paid up 
but discontinued the diversion. Long after- 
ward Joseph Junior chanced to remark that 
he had taken up the game for amusement— 
carefully adding that the “limit” was always 
25 cents, and that he found it entertaining. 
“I don’t know about that, Joseph,” remarked 
his father doubtfully. I am afraid you will 
find it a rather dangerous accomplishment.” 

He loved horses and rode with the grace 
and freedom of one born to the saddle. Al- 
ways in good weather, at home or abroad, an 
afternoon ride was the rule. As he became 
more blind, the pace was always a sharp trot 
or a canter, but his seat was secure and his 
mastery of his steed perfect. Good horses 
were always plentiful before the automobile 
drove them out of use. Chatwold stables con- 
tained 26 animals at one time. He was slow 
in taking to the motor car, but once 
converted took to it amazingly. Indeed, 
he liked speed. To be in motion was 
his incessant delight. For this reason he 
made long and seemingly purposeless jour- 
neys. Life soon became dreary if he settled 
down for a time. The thought of moving 
cheered him up and in motion he was serenely 


amiable. 


A Reckless Navigator 


He was singularly delicate about being fully 
clad and could not bear to have any part of 
his person exposed to the gaze of another. His 
sensitiveness in this particular developed in 
an amusing way at Cap Martin in the spring 
of 1910 when, after much negotiation, the 
great Rodin was commissioned to execute @ 
bust. Rodin insisted that Mr. Pulitzer in 
posing should lay bare his shoulders in order 
that the poise of the head might be correctly 
revealed. To this Mr. Pulitzer objected stren- 
vously. Rodin was obdurate, but it was not 
until he threatened to throw up the commis- 
sion and return to Paris that his subject sur- 
rendered, and then only on condition ‘that 
none but his immediate attendants should be 
admitted to the studio. This was agreed to 
and the work went on, the model proving 
very petulant and unruly and refusing to talk 
to Rodin, who naturally wished to put his sit- 
ter at ease and to get at least a glimpse of 


come by 1910. One evening, while the Lib- 
erty lay at anchor in Mentone, the marvelous 
moon of the Mediterranean came up in its 
fullest splendor. Mr. Pollard, the companion, 
thinking Mr. Pulitzer might get a glimpse of 
its glory, led him to the bow of the yacht and 
placed him where he could see to the best ad- 
vantage. Mr. Pulitzer strained his eyes long 
in the given direction, but said sadly at last: 
“No use, my boy, I can’t make it out.“ 

Miss Dorothy Whitney, now Mrs. Willard 
D. Straight, was one of his last memories be- 
fore his eyes grew dim. “You know,“ he once 
said, before I lost my eyes I used to walk 
around and talk politics with Whitney. He 
was so- very interesting. This young lady, 
then a little girl, would climb upon my knees 
and pull my whiskers. So she stays in my 
memory as among the last of those whom I 
could see. I shall always be interested in 
her.“ 

As Ponce de Leon sought the Fountain of 
Youth, Mr. Pulitzer was forever seeking the 
fountain of health. Consulting doctors became 
a passion with him. The most distinguished 
practitioners in Europe passed in review, tak- 
ing fees and leaving no curés behind. The 
entourage came to believe that seeing doctors 
was more of a pastime than a hope, especially 
after the distinguished Von Nordheim, who 
journeyed from Vienna to Wiesbaden, was 
turned away with the excuse that his pros- 
pective patient was too {ll” to see him. 

The search for the attendant doctor was 
always on, even with à satisfactory man in 
the entourage. He always wanted to be sure 
that another could be had if the incumbent 
should weary of his job.

“You can also dismiss the idea of perma- 
nency. Mr. Pulltzer's present plan is to leave 
here about March 15, and to be gone till about 
the first of May, calling very probably at Con- 
stantinople, Athens, Egypt and the Red Sea. 
The man will hare nothing to do except to 
enjoy himself, and apart from the study of 
Mr. Pulitzer’s case, it ought to be an exceed- 
ingly pleasant trip for anyone.

Class of Interference. 

Any arcing circuit to ground will 
usually cause trouble. A deep 
therapy or a violet ray machine, or 
[the high voltage rectifier of electric 
precipitation equipment may pro- 
duce the same effect.

One of the most active members 
of the subcommittee, in tracing 
causes of interference, reported 
that he had found a number of 
| cases of radiation from house-wir- 
ing which produced interfering 
| noises in the set which he used in 
his home. Another member, in 
investigating a case of this type. 
developed a filter which eliminated 
interference due to a violet ray 
machine. He feels that he may 
be able to offer a solution to many 
cases of radio interference due to 
small motors and similar devices 
which tend to set up radiation 
from house wiring. 

One interesting and very extraor- 
dinary case of radio interference 
was reported. A 140 kv. 
about 100 feet from an aerial at 
right angles to the line caused so 
much interference that the radio 
set was useless. After a number 
of experiments, an aerial was in- 
stalled about 400 feet from. and 
perpendicular to, the 140 kv. line 
The aerial is 250 feet long. and the 
lead-in wire from the aerial to the 
house is rubber covered wire, laid 
on the ground for 300 feet. No 
trouble has been reported since 
this néw aerial was installed.

The chief feature of this 
condenser, however, is the 100-1 
ratio worm drive geared vernier 
which allows a micrometer adjust- 
ment of the entire set of movable 
plates. With this adjustment the 
plates may be moved so slowly that 
the motion is hardly noticed by the 
eye. The dial adjustment for all 
the plates may be moved in a 
coarse manner when tuning rapid- 
ly over the condenser scale. The 
worm drive vernier control is pro- 
vided with an extra black knob 
which is located in close proximity 
to the large control dial. These 
condensers may be obtained in 13, 
17. 23 and 44 plate sizes and either 
with or without the worm drive 
vernier. 

The Grebe Synchrophase radio 
receiver was recently completed 
after a long period of research and 
experiment. During these experi- 


nary type of cylindrical coil was 
affected by waves transmitted by 
nearby stations, causing a great 
amount of interference and making 
it difficult to maintain the tuning 
circuits in a stable condition. The 
“binocular coil”—so named be- 
cause its appearance is similar to 
the lens-barrels of a field glass, was 
devised, and the difficulty is said 
to be overcome. The variable con- 
denser used in the Synchrophase 
receiver is also somewhat different 
from the usual type. By an ingen- 
ious arrangement of odd-shaped 
plates, all the broadcast stations are 
made to tune in at equal intervals 
around the dial scale, 
usual crowding of stations towards 
the lower end of the dial. Changes 
have also been made in the new 
Grebe amplifier control. In con- 
trast with the old method of plug 
and jack system which permitted 
only three coarse variations in vol- 
ume the new method varies the in- 
put to the amplifiers by six grad- 
ual variations, thus avoiding the 
distortion of voice or music and as 
reducing the undesirable noises 
present in most amplification sys- 
tems.

Q. I was very much interested 
in the hook-up in your Aug. 24 
radio section—‘Radio Frequency 
and would like to 
ask if the diagram shown would 
produce better results than a three 


one- ube receiving set? (2) I no- 
ticed the absence of a grid-leak 
and I presume that the crystal 
answers the same purpose. am I 
right? (3) What are the right 
number of turns for use on three 
spider web colls? J.A.A.. 

A. (1) It is impossible to give 
a cut and dried “yes” or “no” 
answer to this question, as there 
are many wide and varied factors 
which must be taken into account. 
It is probable, however, that if two 
| receivers were constructed by the 
| same person, one set of the spider 
web regenerative type and the oth- 
er combining one stage of radio 
frequency with crystal, the frame 
care used in the assembly of each, 
tested on the same aerial, and 
tuned by an expert, that the dis- 
tance as well as percentage of vol- 
ume would both be higher in fa- 
vor of the spider web set. After 
all, though, it is largely a matter 
of personal opinion as to which is 
the “best.” (2) In the radio fre- 
quency with crystal set, no grid- 
leak is required because rectifica- 
tion is accomplished with a crys- 
tal. (3) Approximately 45, 55 and 
65 turns respectively for the pri- 
mary, secondary and tickler coils, 
using No. 24 d. e. c. wire. Would 
advise beginning with this number 
and adding or reducing the amount 
to determine the exact number of 
turns which will give the best re- 
sults with your aerial. 


Q. I have been told that the ad- 
dition of a C“ battery will great- 
iy improve the quality of signals 
in my audio frequency amplifier. 
Please tell me why, and where it 
should be connected in the circuit 
for best results. B. J. 


A. A “C” battery of the proper 
voltage in an audio frequency am- 
plifier will cause the tubes to op- 
erate on that portion of their char- 
acteristic curve which will give the 
most volume. When vo c“ bat- 
tery is employed, it is possible for 
the grid to become either positive 
or weakly negative with respect to 
the filament and in either case the 
grid will take, current. A C“ bat- 
tery properly nhected, will keep 
the grid at @ negative potential 
with respect to the filament, con- 
sequently causing a greater fluctua- 
tion in plate current for each vari- 
ation in grid current, and. at the 
same time, prevent the tube from 
drawing excessive current from the 
„B' battery. In the majority of 
cases, the addition of a C' battery 
will not make noticeable difference 
in signal volume, but it does allow 
increased plate voltage without re- 
sulting distortion. The proper 
connection for a C battery is 
shown in the accompanying dia- 
gram. 


Q. What effect has the inside dis- 
coloration of vacuum tubes on their 
operation? . D. 8. 

A. None whatever. It is the re- 
sult of an evacuation process 
through which they pass during 

their manufacture. 


Q. What is the best kind of ma- 
terial to use for the dielectric of a 
fixed condenser? W. M.

There was a 
brief courtship, a betrothal, and in decorous 
time a marriage. 

They went to live on Hauptrief’s farm in 
the quaintly named hamlet of Goforth. a short 
Gistance from here. There they were in the 
midst of kinsfolk and lifelong acquaintances. 
Hauptrief's aged mother lives at Uhland, four 
cr five mile from Goforth. Mrs. Hauptrief’s 
family, the €-nultzes, live about as far away 
at Neiderwald, where they have a store. Her 
brother, Richard Schultz, has been clerking in 
it since he came out of the infantry after the 
World War. 

Three more placidly pastoral communities 
than these three it would be hard to pick 
anywhere.

A more comfortable home than Hauptrief’s 
it would be hard to find in all Gororth, or in 
all Goforth-Neidewald-Uhland, for that mat- 
ter. The young remarried widow who became 
its second mistress was an impeccable house- 
keeper, energetic, neat and orderly. 


The house is empty and silent now. The 
four children who played and prattled and 
raised joyous laughter there are dead. The 
father who listened to them is away recovering 
from arsenic poisoning.

But all through the house are the prosaic 
touches of the secure, settled life of a happy 
family.

An excerpt on multiple or “split” per- 
sonality from “Medical Psychology and 
Physical Research” by T. W. Mitchell, M.

HE essential feature of multiple 

personality is the occurence in one 

individual of two or more phases of 
conscious life, each of which shows the | 
characteristics of personality, yet differs 
so much from the other in important 
respects that it seems to be the mani- 
festation of a different personality. Such 
a description of what constitutes dual 
personality emphasizes the fact that here 
as elsewhere in nature we can draw no 
hdrd-and-fast line between the normal and |

terations of personality is more frequently 
observed than a change of outlook, a 
change in the affective and conitive at- 
titude towards life asa whole. A gay 
and irresponsible person may appear in 
place of one that is sad and serious. A 
timid, retiring disposition may change into 
one characterized by boldness and self- 
assertion, and, carried further, the unfor- 
tunate subject may plunge into practices 
debased and criminal. In the interplay of 
personalities, a person of high morality 
may become a thief, a person of exemplary 
conduct may turn into a fiend.

The family can order their house on Monday 
and move into it just two or three days later— 
certainly in time enough to be comfortably set- 
tled for the week-end! 

The house, due to the smoothness and varied 
colors of the material, will have what appear to 
be marble walls. oak paneling. parquet floors and 
tiled bathrooms. Corners and ceilings will be 
rounded, in hygienic fashion. Everything will 
be washable and damp proof. 

In fact, the promoters say that the house itself 
will be dry from the moment of completion, and 
fit for immediate occupancy. The cost, for a 
dwelling of average size. is estimated at 470 
pounds sterling, or $2354. 

This revolutionary scheme with which to meet 
the housing shortage was the subject of a hint 
or two by Mr. Wheatley. Minister of Health, in 
the House of Commons recently.

las Details of Lafayette’s visit here 


UST 100 years ago the citizens of the little 
frontier town of St. Louis were making hec- 
tic preparations to induce Lafayette to visit 
the place. The great hero of the Revolution 
had landed in New York on Aug. 16, 1824, to 
tour the country, following an invitation ex- 
tended by Congress and President Monroe. 

On his arrival in New York he had been greeted 
by the greatest flare of enthusiasm ever seen in 
that thriving young metropolis of 150,000 people. 
As he stepped from the steamboat Chancellor Liv- 
ingston at Castle Garden the shouting of the multi- 
tudes drowned the roar of the saluting cannons. 
The beruffled and bewigged elite of the city were 
crowded 7000 strong at the ball given in his honor. 

Everywhere he was received with the adulation 
befitting the hero who ranked next to Washington 
in the hearts of the American people. 

St. Louis would not be outdone by New York. 
Although only a sprawling settlement of brick and 
stone houses along the primitive banks of the Mis- 
Sissippi, with a population of 5000, St. Louis was 
already beginning to feel its oats. The city had 
become the metropolis of the West, the center of 
steamboat navigation, and the headquarters of a 
fur trade mounting to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars annually. Lafayette must visit St. Louis. 

So, on Sept. 19, 1824, a mass meeting of citizens 
was held “for the purpose of making public dem- 


‘adelphia 


onstration of their feelings 
upon the arrival in the Unit- 
ed States of Gen. Lafayette.” 
They named an Invitation 
Committee to bring him 
here. The committee con- 
sisted of Daniel Bissell, WIll- 
tam Christy, Auguste Chou- 
teau, Pierre Chouteau Sr., 
William Carr Lane and other 
distinguished citizens. 

The city held an outdoor 
celebration on Sept. 15, with 
fireworks and other festive 
high lights, in honor of La- 
fayette’s coming to America.

During Lafayette’s informal reception at the Chou- 
teau mansion, where “the access to him was regu- 
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lated by no etiquette,“ a dramatic and pathetic in- 
cident occurréd. “There lived in St. Louis an old 
Frenchman named Alexander Bellesseme, commonly 
known as “Old Meckzran For years he kept a 
~tavern on the west side of Second street, between 
Myrtle and Spruce streets. ~- 

He had come to America on the same ship with 
Lafayette, fought by his side, and had been shot 
through the shoulder and left for dead on the bat- 

tlerield- at ‘Yorktown, He crawled from among the 
dead and wounded, recovered, and later came West. 

When the old soldier went up to Lafayette, the 
General did not recognize him at first. In a fal- 
tering voice “Old Eleckzan” recalied an tncident on 
the ship. Then, as John F. Darby writes: 

“at this the two old soldiers rushed into each 
other’s arias, embraced and hugged each other warm- 
ly, and shed tears of joy most profusely. The man 
of world-wide fame and renown pressing to his bos- 
om the war-worn veteran who had contributed so 
much to his greatness and glory had a most touching 
eftect upon all present, and there was not a dry eye 
in the room.” 

. After the reception Lafayette was again placed 
in the barouche taken for a tour of the city, 
just as — guests are now motored 
| through the parks and doulevards. 
In these days St. Louis did not offer 


euch a magnificent vista to the foreign 
— eye. Seventh street was the western 
limit of the city. Beyond that stretched 
the peaceful cow pastures of Judge John 
B. Lucas, Maj. Christy and others. There 
was no stone levee, only crude landings 
at the foot of Oak street, now Morgan 
street, and Market street. Between 
these, natural bdbiuffs of the Mississippi 
rose to a height of 20 feet. 

The courthouse square was vacant 
except for a pillory and whipping posts. 
Rogues and rascals who were not

The 
few people who saw the glider in 
operation attributed its success to 
soreery. The religious authori- 
ties ordered the monk to return 
to his prayers and perforce aban- 
don his research. It was contend- 
ed that if God had intended man 
to fly He would have provided 
man with wings. 


Six cepturies later an Italian— 
Da Vinei—rigged up a flying ma- 
chine which was operated by the 
rider’s bands and feet, He made 
several short flights and then laid 
his machine aside, for supersti- 
tious people were beginning to re- 
gard him as an objectionable char- 
acter. 


Another Italian, several centu- 
ries after the experiments of Da 
Vinci, conceived the idea of train- 
ing young boys to fly with artifi- 
cial wings, so that they could be 
used as messengers and couriers 
during war. This professor as- 
sembled a score of 10-year-old 
boys and began their training— 
the first aviation school. 


He made wings for the boys and 
taught them how to manipuiate 
the peculiar propellers. As the 
boys grew larger and stronger, the 
size of the wings was increased. 
Finally the youths reached a point 
where they could run at a speed 
of 20 miles an hour for long dis- 
tances, using the wings, and hur- 
dle over low buildings. But the 
professor died and his experimen- 
tation went for naught, while the 
pupils had to go to work to earn 
a livelihood. 


A French nobleman, Marquis de 
Bessnier, subsequently invented 
hand-propellied wings and made 
several successful short flights. 
He then announced that he would 
fly across the Seine River. 


A vast crowd assembled. The 
amateur aviator “took off’ from 
an elevated platform. For 250 
feet his wings worked perfectly. 
Then, when his arms became tired, 
he stopped his motions to rest and 
fell into a boat far below on the 
river. The nobleman broke his 
leg, lost his love for flying and 
became the laughing stock of all 
Paris. a

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Woman’s Garden in Desert of Utah—37 Miles From Rail 


dens is that which blooms in the 

desert. In Moab, a pocket valley 
town on the Colorado River, in South- 
eastern Utah, where the red sandstone 
clifts of the desert make a walled town, 
-puch a garden is, the perfume of the 
locust trees in May sweet as orange 
blossoms, says a writer in the Spring- 
field (Mass.) Republican. 

You might call it a Spanish flower 
garden, because it is irrigated by flood- 
ing, or you might fhink it an English 
garden, it is such an orderly mass of 
tangled shrubs and flowers, but when 
you hear the history of the garden you 
know it is the most American in all 
these United States, fom never was a 
* garden built up under more adverse cir- 
cumstances, and never was one more 
successful. 

Hard work and success are truly 
American virtues, and when you put 
with them European good taste and 
pride in artistic work you have the 
most salient facts about the flower 
garden that Mrs. Lottie Larsen has 
built up in Moab in the past 30 years. 

Everyone knows that Mrs. Larsen has 
flowers all the year around, and in 
a desert country where the nearest 
fiorist is more than 100 miles away and 
where the railroad is 37 miles distant, 
raising flowers is the same as being a 
public benefactor when it comes to wed- 
dings, funerals and high-school gradu- 
ations, to say nothing of everyday af- 
fairs such as birthdays, church decora- 
tions and the home dinner table. 

The garden is high up on the hillside 
between an alfalfa field and slick rocks, 
and if you know Moab you wonder how 
it ever got there. It never would have 
if it had not been planned and carried 
out by a woman with a never-dying pas- 
sion for flowers, inherited from a moth- 
er who, though now 95 years old, is 
up every morning before dawn, like 
Clemenceau, to see what the Lord has 
been doing to her flowers during the 
night. 

The flower love was also fostered by 
au aunt and a grandfather who used to 
let the little girl come into their gar- 
dens as a great favor and who always 
threatened to take away the privilege if 
she touched anything.“ 

The little girl didn’t touch anything, 


OVELIEST of all created things 
is a garden. But loveliest of gar- 


but she watched all and resolved to 
have flowers of her own as soon as pos- 
sible that she might touch to her heart’s 
content. She had to work to get them, 


for when she married her home became 


this Moab hillside full of arroyos, and 
she had to dig up rocks, cart in dirt 
from the alfalfa field to fill the rock 
spaces, and best of all, bring back a 
load of fine humus soil from the La Sal 
Mountains after every summer on the 
range with her husband. 
owns a 1000-acre ranch on the northern 
slope of the La Sals, as well as the 21- 
acre town farm of hay land and orchard, 
of which the garden is the nucleus. 

To reach the garden you leave the 
Navajo automobile highway and go up 
through a lane bordered with Lombardy 
poplars, such poplars as grow to per- 
fection only in France, Italy or Utah. 
They are so exact in foliage and sym- 
metry, and so easy to grow that the 
Utahans despise anything so simple and 
graceful and are trying to replace them 
with commonplace, Middlewestern Nor- 
way maples. At the end of the lane you 
have your choice of climbing slick“ red 
sandstone rocks and emerging onto the 
sheep-range desert or turning to the 
right into the garden. 

You take the path which leads 
through a peach and apricot orchard up 
to the northern side of the house. Close 
to the house on the east is a mammoth 
Virginia creeper arbor which is one of 
the chief rooms of the house, as here 
the washing is done, ices are frozen and 
watermelon served. On one side of 
this is another arbor of California mus- 
catels, while to south is the bit of grassy 
lawn that all desert people love and 
cherish as an integral part of their gar- 
den. 

Beyond this to the south of the house 
is the real garden itself, a jungle of such 
shrubs as lilacs, snowballs, altheas, 
svringas, deutzia and rose bushes, which 
shelter a gorgeous riot of columbines, 
peonies, phlox, Oriental poppies, myrtle 
and perennial peas, while here and there 
run clematis and honeysuckles. This 
tangle ends in an Isabella grapevine per- 
gola, while to the west of the house is 
the kitchen garden and over the western 
sleeping porch run roses and honey- 
suckles. 

The house is thus the core and the in- 
timate heart of all this horticultural set- 


ting. There are sunny corners where 
the annuals grow, but in the main it is a 
perennial garden with as many surprises 
for the visitor who loiters lovingly 
through the jungle as has the character 
of a new worthwhile friend. 

The garden lover will study Mrs. Lar- 
sen’s garden kingdom. He will find 
that she has certain guiding principles 
that make for success in gardening. She 
thinks that sweetpeas and poppies must 


The family be in the ground before the snow goes 


in order to do their best. Like all lovely 
characters they need the discipline ‘of 
tribulation to reach their highest de- 
velopment. She also rightly maintains 
that perennials will grow for anyone 
and that cuttings are absolutely sure, 
while seeds are shifty and unreliable. 
Any seed may be a throw-back, but a 
cutting alone is dependable. 

Her chief passion is for roses. She 
cals them her old freliables, being 
almost the first flower to bloom and 
the last to go in her garden. She has 
an American Beauty bush almost twice 
as high as a small man. She has all 
shades of tea anil La France varieties 
as well as red and pink moss roses and 
the old-fashioned Scotch yellow and 
Boursault roses. 

Her most unusual rose is possibly that 
called the Seven Sisters, each bloom of 
which passes through seven shades, 
starting deep pink and ending pure 
white. The flowers come in clusters 
like a rambler, but are larger. Mrs. 
Larsen has also nine different ramblers. 
Besides the usual Dorothy Perkins and 
the Crimson she has the Canary, the 
Prairie Queen, the Empress of China, 
the Baltimore Belle, the Philadeiphia, 
the Blue and the Baby White. 

Perhaps the chief guiding principle 
of Mrs. Larsen’s flower garden is a 
form of noblesse oblige which makes it 
a point of honor with her to produce 
flowers every day of the year, just as 
certain model housewives are never 
without fruitcake or cookies in their 
stone crocks. Her narcissus bulbs 
bloom early in March and her roses last 
way into November, and in the winter 
she has her house plants.

When St. Louis Entertained Lafayette 


May every prosperity more and more 
ettend this emporium of American in- 
dustry and American fellowship.” 
That evening Lafayette was the hon- 
or guest at a magnificent ball given at 
the Mansion House, sometimes known 
as Massie’s Hotel, which stood at the 
northeast corner of Third and Market 
Streets. The ball was described by the 
Missouri Advocate as follows: 


“In the evening a splendid ball 
given at Massie’s Hotel, which 
General attended with all his suite. The 
company was more numerous than had 
ever been seen on such an occasion west 
of the Mississippi. The room was fan- 
c:fully decorated with flags, ‘wreaths 
and other appropriate ornaments: pre- 
ecnting to the eye a picture which could 
only be finished by the splendor, charm 
and beauty of the fair who partook of 
the entertainment.” 

An interesting pen picture of Lafa- 
yette. who was 67 at the time of this 
fourth and last visit to the United 
States, was written thus by the editor 
of the Missouri Advocate: 

“In person Lafayette is about 6 feet 
bigh, inelining to corpulency, and his 
complexion is florid. He limps upon the 
left leg from a wound or injury received 
in it. He speaks the English language 
fluently and has a ready command of 
appropriate expression.” 

Laiayette retired from the ball at the 
Mansion House at 11 p. m. and went on 
board the Natchez, where he slept that 
Bight. At dawn, while tired but happy 
St. Louis was still asleep, the Natchez 
raised steam and pushed off for Kas- 
kaskia, where Lafayette was to be greet- 
ed by a committee of citizens from the 
State of Dlinois.

Lafayette spent 14 months in this 
country, visiting every one of the 24 
young states of the young republic. 
Everywhere his pathway was through a 
continual ovation. He was far more 
popular in America than in his nes dve 
land of France. This popularity has 
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continued to this day. During the World 
War his birthday, Sept. 6, was set aside 
as Lafayette day. He was born in 1757. 

Lafayette was only 20 years old when 
he sailed to America in a ship fitted 
out at his own expense to aid the col- 
onists in their struggle for liberty. He 
set sail April 25, 1777, accompanied by 
Baron de Kalb, and landed at George- 
town, S. C., in June. He rode on horse- 
back a month before reaching Phila- 
delphia, where he offered. his services 
to Congress, which accepted and made 
him a Major-General. 

A friendship which never ceased with 
life sprang up between Washington and 
Lafayette. The French patriot served 
for a time as his aid and showed dis- 
tinguished gallantry at the battle of 
Brandywine, where he was wounded in 
the leg. 

Later Lafayette defeated a stronger 
force of Hessians at Gloucester Point, 
Va., and was then appointed by Wash- 
ington to command a division. Ene- 
mies of Washington tried to turn Lafa- 
yette against Washington during the 
Conway cabal intrigue, but the French- 
man remained loyal to his friend, al- 
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though offered command of an army to 


invade Canada. 

He was active in other campaigns 
until January, 1779, when he sailed for 
France to enlist aid for America. He 
was confined a week in his father-in- 
law’s palace for his secret trip to Amer- 
ica, but on his release went to Ver- 
sailles, where he persuaded King Louis 
to send a force of 6000 men under 
Count Rochambeau to America. Lafa- 
yette then returned to this country, 
where he witnessed the glorious ending 
of the Revolution. 

Lafayette died in Paris 10 years after 
his last visit to America. During his 
last tour of America, Congress not only 
paid the greater part of his traveling 
expenses, but also presented him with 
$200,000 as part payment for his serv- 
ices as General in our army. He was 
also presented with a township of sev- 
eral thousand acres in Florida, for 
which he received $100,000 from a syn- 
dicate. | . 

Many celebrations are expected to 
be held this year in the United States, 
commemorating the last visit of Lafa- 
yette.
